FORT WORTH, May 5—W. E. 
Connell, 77, a cattleman-banker 
who typified Fort W orth, died 
here Tuesday from effects of an 
Illness contracted last fall. 
Connell apparently was recov­ 
ering, and his death early today 
of hardening of the arteries was 
unexpet: ted. 
Connell, a former range nder, 
was chairman of the board of 
the First National bank here at 
the time of his death. He was 
bom on a farm near Belton April 
12. 1858, and attended school in 
B row n and Williamson counties.

At 16 he swung into the saddle 
as a cowboy and set out to make 
his own way.
